TV0Y SILVER IS NOT AT FAB. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says: 


'The proposal of Senator Stanford to ea- 
birk the United Stite.) in the business of 
money lending has met the appioval of 
the Greenback IB, -who have been charmed 
by the statement of the profound econo- 
mist that the country is Buffering from a 
lack of circulating medium. Practical ex- 
perience demonstrates that Mr. Stanford's 
statement has DO foundation in fact. The 
low prices which have ruled for years are 
in no sense due to a scarcity of currency, 
but to the disturbance of the money stand- 
ard. If wa had fifty millions of green- 
back! in circulation they would not lift np 
the international price of wheat, although 
they might cause it to be quoted in our 
money at a thousand dollars a bushel. The 
only remedy for low prices is tha restora- 
tion of bi-metallism throughout the world. 
At present most of the great commerc'al 
nations are following fiscal systems which 
discredit silver, our own among them. By 
doing so they practically accept gold as a 
measurer of values with the inevitable re- 
sult of lowering priots. Such expedient! 
as that proposed by Windom will not mend 
matters, because throughout hu entire 
bullion deposit plan there runs a recogni- 
tion of gold as the sole standard. As loon 
M Europe had an opportunity to stndy tbe 
Secretary's plan there was an immediate 
decline in the price of silver. Almost np 
to the date of the issuance of bis recom- 
mendation there was a steady tendency on 
the part of silver to advance. This was 
due to the fact that the impression bad 
gained foothold abroad that some decided 
•tep toward free coinage was to be taken 
by Congress, but ag soon as Windom'e 
measure was made public the European 
financiers jumped to the conclusion that 
wa were as far as ever from returning to 
bi-mctallisoi, and silver at once slumped. 
The passage of the Jones bill would immed- 
iately cause an advance, for its wording 
and results would soon convince the rest oi 
the world that we are in earnest and mean 
to return to the double itacdard."

Terms of the Lease Which Has Just 


Been Executed. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—Secretary Win- 


lorn to-day made public tbe exact terms ol 
he lease to the North American Commer- 
ial Company for a term of 20 years from 
May 1st, 1890, to the exclusive right to en- 


ag> in the business of taking fur seals off 
he islands of St. George and St. Paul, in 
ha Territory of Alaska, and to send a ves- 
sel or vessels to said islands for the skins 
of such seals. 


The company agrees to pay tin annual 


rental of $60,000, a tax of $962 on each 
skin taken and shipped, and 60 cents tor- 
each gallon of oil sold. Tn» company is to 
deposit United States bonds ot $50,000.face 
value as security for tbe rental. It is to 
urnish to the natives snob quantity oi 
dried salmon, salt and salt barrels, as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall determine, 
80 tons of coal annually, comfortable dwell- 
nga to ba kept in proper repair, school 
louses and competent teachers 
eighi 


months in th* year, a house for religions 
worship, physician! and medical supplies, 
and all the necessaries of life for widows 
and orphans, and the aged and infirm. 


Payments are to be made on or before 


April 1st of each yenr, beginning April 1, 
1891.

CARNIVAL DAY IN CUBA. 


MANNER OF FEAST MAKING IN THE 


QUEEN OF THE ANTILLES. 


Dancing Until Broad Daylight, Even on • 


Sunday—Havana Beauties For Inferior 
In Good Look* to Their American Slt- 
ten—One Pell Moll Basil. 
Carnival day in Cuba IB a great event, 


and the holiday season^ In the United 
tates is tame in comparison •with it. It 
is celebrated as a sort of church festival, 
t seemed strange in this Catholic coun- 
try to awaken Sunday morning and find 
lie -whole city on the qui vive of ezpec- 
ation and of busy preparation for a 
arnival. The day was beautiful, the 
teat of a tropical sun being tempered 
>y a fresh breeze, and the weather not 
uncomfortable until midday. The stores 
were open, the cafes were swarming 
with people, and there was an air of 
general enjoyment all over the place. A 
ittle after 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
word was passed that the procession was 
oming, and, occupying a seat overlook- 
ng the beautiful plaza, we remained for 
hr.ee hours watching the merry makers 
is they .passed. All classes and condi- 
iona mingled in the parading throng; 
nen, women and children, the high and 
ow, the rich and poor, all seemed 
equally intent upon having sport. There 
was no particular attempt at masquer- 
ade. 
A few ladies wore dominoes and 


masks. The great bulk of women sat 
n open carriages, bonnetlessand dressed 
n full evening attire. 


The procession was a queer one. 
Fol- 


owing one another there were a mag- 
nificent four-in-hand, owned by a rich 
)lanter; a carriage seating two, which 
could be hired for the occasion for a 
couple of dollars; a magnificent tandem; 
a splendid horse hitched singly to an ele- 
gant carriage, all resembling the better 
slass of turnouts you have in the United 
States, and horses, harness and vehicles 
all coming from there. 


The Spanish women are said to be 


Beautiful. I fail to see it 'when they are 
compared with American women. They 
are slight of frame, with sallow com- 
plexions and covered beyond recognition 
with powder and paint. The effort of 
Spanish ladies seems to be to make their 
artificial adornments aa conspicuous as 
possible. There were some seductive 
types of beauty that were unexception- 
able. Yet after three hours' gazing upon 
the high and low, the elite, middle class 
and common people, the percentages of 
women that would strike the American 
eye as comparing favorably with the 
fresh, vigorous, natural womanly beauty 
of Uncle Sam's daughters were exceed- 
ingly small. 


If there were bustle, gayety and revelry 


among the people of this Cuban metropo- 
lis in the day time, what can be said of 
the night? In the sunlight there was a 
stream of fashion, wealth and poverty 
that mingled in the procession, which 
bewildered and perplexed one who re- 
vered the Sabbath. The night cannot be 
described. None of those who partici- 
pated in the parade seemed to have gone 
borne at night. When the gas was lighted 
it flashed upon a beautiful scene of ladies 
in full dress driving about the plaza, or 
sitting quietly in their carriages listening 
to the strains of music that issued from 
a hundred places where dancing and 
jollity ruled the hour. Men, women and 
children swarmed the streets and plazas, 
all vying with each other in unseemly 
struggles to enjoy themselves. The Tacon 
theatre, the fourth largest opera house 
in the world, was floored over, and this, 
on Sunday night, war given over to the 
ilemi monde, who crowded in and oui 
upon its spacious floor, enjoying the las- 
civious danza, or supping wine or coffee 
in the adjoining cafes. Not one hundred 
rods awaf the wealth and style of Havana 
gathered in the Casino, the swell club ol 
the place, and there danced and revelec 
until after day dawned. Strains of music 
pouring from the windows of almosi 
every ball in, the city told of other private 
balls. 


Over the finest cafe in Havana, not 


one hundred feet from the Tacon theatre 
the native Cubans of low degree graspec 
each other and danced until breathless 
with excitement or fatigue. 
Further 


down the street a few negro servants 
enjoyed themselves in a like manner. 
People here seem to dance for enjoy- 
ment They do it with ease and grace 
resting at intervals, and never indulging 
in the hurly-burly waltz around the room; 
as they do in the United States. Look- 
ing at the native dance from all the 
.points of view of society and morals, I 
could not help but wonder what our 
American mothers would say it they 
could witness the merry spectacle of a 
Cuban ball, whether the participants bo 
high or low. I spent several hoars in 
vestigating all the phases of society aa 
seen in Cuba on this festive occasion 
and the affair was kept up long after! 
had tired of what I had seen. I wish', 
had noticed more to commend, but 
must confess that society, like every 
thing else in Cuba, seems to be demoral 
ized. It seems to me to be one pell me] 
rush, regardless of proprieties or reli 
gious obligations. 


Here the church has all power. It ia 


a part of the state, and levies its taxes 
upon the people and enforces the collec 
tion of the same by law. It'is said tha 
ten thousand priests and church at- 
tendants are quartered upon this mill 
ion and a half of people, and yet re- 
ligion seems to sit more lightly upon 
these volatile southerners than any other 
race of which I have knowledge. No one 
here save the women appears to have 
much respect for their religious obliga- 
tions. Even the number of women who 
worship on Sunday is very small. Ye 
you find the church in keeping with tb< 
same pomp and power seen in Spain. 
Churches are numerous, and there are a 
great number of private chapels. 


Monday morning broke after carniva 


day to find the festivities still in progress 
to find dancers still -whirling in the giddy 
mazes of the waltz, keeping time tc 
strange music. When they tired am 
rested I do not know. Seven o'clocl 
came and the city looked as busy, wit) 
people fresh and moving about, aa though 
they had slumbered for twenty-four 
hours.—Frank A. Burr in Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette.

This Winter has been a severe one for 


tho loggers and woodcutters who have 
made their homes in tlie deep woods for the 
purpose of cutting saw-logs and railroad 
wood. The Truckee Republican says the 
severe storms have impeded operations in 
this line very seriously. A man, who with 
eight otheis, have been snowed in at the 
Trnckee Lumber Company's logging camp, 
came to town this week. The camp is lo- 
cated in a pretty gulch about nine miles 
from town, or rather the spot is pretty in 
the Summer time, but now it is filled with 
snow. Their cabin is completely buried. 
During the storms, every morning it used 
to take several hoars to dig out. la start- 
ing a fire it would be necessary to run a 
pole up the stovepipe through the snow BO 
that the smoke could escape.

The men have got in bat 
ten days' work since the 1st of December, 
which is not enough to pay for grub. They 
will be mighty thankful to have Spring 
come.
